Insist On Downtown Postal Site 


Andover’s selectmen con- 
tinue to emphasize that a new 
postal facility for the town 
must be in the central business 
district. 

The board Monday night, on 
motion of Selectman Alan F. 
French, voted to advise postal 
officials that ‘‘an acceptable 
site in the downtown area is an 
attainable objective and one we 
can work with postal officials to 
attain.” 

The action came following 
comments from Town Manager 
J. Maynard Austin, who advised 
the board that postal officials at 
a recent meeting here, had in- 
dicated that two sites offered 
by the selectmen for considera- 
tion in the downtown area were 
unacceptable. 

French expressed the feeling 
that while a site in the down- 
town area is not available im- 
mediately, he wondered what 
the timetable for a new postal 
facility was, in view of a site 
opening up within the next six 
months or so.

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Growth Policy Statement Adopted 


Selectmen Monday night ap- 
proved the town’s Growth 
Policy Statement to be sub- 
mitted to the State Office of 
Planning. 


The statement was drawn up 
following a town-wide survey, 
along with consideration of a 
questionnaire presented to all 
towns and cities in the state by 
the office of planning. 


With the adoption of the state- 
ment unanimously by the board 
Monday, Dr. Lawrence Speigel, 
who was chairman of the 
Growth Policy Study Com- 
mittee, received a cogymenda- 
tion from the Selectmen and 
applause from those in atten- 
dance. 

The bulk of the commentary 
from the town contained in the 
statement is as follows: 


A. Introduction: The Intergovernmental Framework 

The most striking conclusion of this Committee is that the system 
of intergovernmental relations in which municipalities function in 
Massachusetts has an extraordinary impact upon them, the weight 
and importance of which is not yet grasped by the Commonwealth or 
frequently the municipalities themselves.

The Rules Are Suspended 


Andover’s Board of Selectmen is not particular upon whom they 
exercise their frustrating ways. The board this week allowed one of 
its own to become frustrated over a task assigned to him some 
months ago. 


Selectman Richard J. Bowen, who had apparently been asked by 
his colleagues to draw up some rules of order and procedure for the 
board to follow, saw his proposals ‘‘Tabled,” or in essence; 
dropped, by his colleagues Monday night. 


On the surface, the rules and regulations seemed workable. 
Granting that Mr. Bowen is a stickler for detail, and municipal- 
management oriented, there appeared nothing that would cause 
undue concern or hardship for the selectmen, should they have 
decided to adopt the plan. 

But, his colleagues nit-picked the thing to death and ultimately 
wound up with a single rule, that the board organize the first Mon- 
day following the town election, although even that came up dented 
before it made the books. 

What has evolved, as we see it, is a lesson for Mr. Bowen, from 
his associates. 

Bowen has felt that the selectmen, choosing by directive of the 
charter to be a policy making body, should have some rules to 
follow to permit the delibrative process necessary for such a 
group. 

About four months ago, Bowen submitted a draft of proposed 
rules of order and procedure. It has been on the agenda the last few 
meetings, received a brief pass by last week and a thorough 
clobbering this week. . 

The time frame, by the way - - four months from proposal to ac- 
tion - - is somewhat commendable. Based on the timetable of the 
late, lamented train service, the time span puts this proposal about 
on time. 


As for the board’s organization, there was objection to Mr. 
Bowen’s proposal that a clerk of the board be elected. Also, at that 
first, or organizational meeting, it was suggested that rules of 
order and procedure be adopted. 

Both suggestions were dropped. A clerk of the board, aS men- 
tioned by Bowen, would be a more or less formality, but his 
colleagues did not see such a position as necessary, thus it was 
dropped. 

Bowen had written in the proposed rules and regulations that the 
board would meet in regular session on the second fourth Mondays 
of the month in the Memorial Hall meeting room. 

This too was dropped, because an uneasiness existed about 
specifying the dates and location of the meetings. Bowen suggested 
that the public should know where and when the board meets. His 
colleagues generally felt, apparently, the rule to be too rigid, in 


other words a change in location or date would be too difficult to 


change within the framework of a specific regulation. 

Regulations of special sessions was also dropped. This proposal 
valled for all members of the board to be notified personally of any 
special meeting of the board, at least 24 hours in advance of such a 
meeting. 

This, too, fell by the wayside, as also apparently being to strict a 
discipline. 

Frankly we can’t see anything wrong with any of the proposed 
rules and regulations. In view of Mr. Bowen’s stickler for detail 
pattern in the past, we would judge the proposed rules of order to 
be on the loose side. 

They establish guidelines, but also appear flexible enough to 
meet an occasional emergency situation. 

We're not sure whether Monday’s effort was aimed at bringing 
Mr. Bowen into line, or not. We would suggest, however, that if 
that was the effort of the board, it will ultimately end in failure.

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WASHINGTON — We've 
checked with sources close to 
Jimmy Carter to find out what to 
expect after he takes over the 
White House. 

They say he'll give urgent 
priority to developing new 
energy sources. He is worried 
about our dependence on over- 
seas oil. He is also nervous about 
nuclear energy. He's afraid of 
radioactive leakage. 

He'll put immediate emphasis, 
therefore, on coal production. 
But for the long term, he will 
develop solar energy, shale oil, 
hydrogen power and other 
energy possibilites. 

As President, Carter will also 
press for tax reforms next year. 
We talked to House Ways and 
Means Chairman Al Ullman, 
who is in charge of writing tax 
legislation. He said he'll move at 
once to strip the corporations of 
their special tax privileges. 

Our sources say Carter is also 
determined to cut military 
spending. He believes this can be 
done without impairing 
America’s power. He will most 
likely cut back B-1 bombers, fly- 
ing command posts and the 
Defense Intelligence Agency. 

Another of Carter’s top 
priorities is government 
reorganization. This may not 
turn out to be as easy as he had 
hoped. Some private studies by

pired. This could mean a battle 
on Capitol Hill just to get his 
authority back. 

Carter won't find Congress 
easy to manage . Their common 
Democratic bond won't 
necessarily unite them. For ex- 
ample, he won’t have House 
Speaker Carl Albert and Senate 
leader Mike Mansfield. They 
have been pleasant, placid 
leaders who would rather ac- 
commodate than fight. 

Their places are likely to be 
taken by Rep. Thomas “Tip” 
O'Neill in the House and Sen. 
Robert Byrd in the Senate. 
They'll be more difficult to get 
along with. Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, a power in the 
Senate, also told us that he in- 
tends to bring pressure on Carter 
to consider Humphrey's views. 

On the House side, Rep. Mo 
Udall, who gave Carter a close 
race in the presidential prim- 
aries, told us the same thing. 
Udall said he'll pressure Carter 
to break up the Big Oil com- 
panies and other conglomerates. 
As Udall put it, “I'm going to use 
all the influence I have in the 
Carter Administration.”

PESTICIDE PERIL: There 
are 45,000 pesticide products 
now on the market. Most of them 
effecitvely kill insects. But scien- 
tific studies have also linked 
some commercial pesticides to 
cancer, birth defects and gene 
mutation. 

Yet the government has relied 
on the chemical industry’s own 
tests to determine the safety of 
pesticide products. Some of these 
tests have tumed out to be inac- 
curate and unsound. This has 
disturbed Congress, which has 
now called for a thorough re- 
registration of pesticides. 

It will take trained 
pathologists to analyze the 
effects of these chemical com- 
pounds on animal tissue. There 
are more than 200 employes in 
the Pesticide Division of the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
Yet only two of them are 
pathologists, and one will soon 
be leaving. 

The review of dangerous 
pesticides, meanwhile, has been 
suspended. The government 
doesn’t seem to be serious about 
it. Otherwise, it would be hiring a 
few less bureaucrats and a few 
more scientists.

Actually, the atten- 
dance records show that he 
missed two-thirds of the UN 
meetings and that he was 
chronically absent from the 
House floor.

A good illustration 
is the day his dog made a mess 
on the Executive Mansion floor.

I cannot see justification in dis- 
rupting the lives of so many 
students to compensate for the 
loss of a teacher who had no 
bearing on completely separate 
schools and grade levels. Surely 
our town, so interested in sound 
and superior education, can 


come up with a wiser alternative.

I have taken the time to write 
this letter to you because of the 
very strong feelings I have regar- 
ding the current state of affairs 
in the Andover school system. 
Specifically, I am very concern- 
ed about the transfers of Mrs.

you will take the time to read this 
letter despite it’s length. 

As a businessman, I am 
flabbergasted. As a taxpayer, 
I'm appalled. As a voter, I’m dis- 
gusted and as a parent of one of 
James Doherty’s students, I’m 
extremely upset. 

As a businessman, I am 
flabbergasted. Rarely, if ever, 
does a good businessman shuffle 
3 people to fill one vacancy. 
Further, in the event that this 
type of shuffle did take place, he 
would never move 3 people into 
areas in which they have 
marginal or very little ex- 
perience. I can’t comprehend 
why the education of 290 students 
has to be upset to satisfy the 
needs of 120. As if this were not 
enough, the people involved are 
not even asked their opinion 
relative to the transfer. They are 
simply drafted, ala the military.” 
That's simply poor personnel 
relations. 

As a taxpayer, I’m appalled. I 
expect a frugal school com- 
mittee, but not to the point of ab- 
surdity. You just can’t put a 
dollar value on the loss of lear- 
ning to 290 students who are be- 
ing taught by teachers unfamiliar 
with the course material, who 
are most likely at an emotional 
low due to the circumstances of 
their transfer, and are teaching 
what apparently will be over- 
sized classes.

of .the intangibles. I, for one, 


‘would vote for the additional tax 


revenue to hire a new teacher(s) 
if that’s what’s needed. What is 
being demanded by the school 
committee is fiscal folly. 

As a voter, I am disgusted. I 
am disgusted with the continuing 
high and mighty dictates of a 
school committee that somehow 
thinks it’s been deified. How fast 
they forget what the people of 
Andover want from their school 
system. Let me site two recent 
examples. 

At the April town meeting, the 
vote on the school budget went on 
with an absollute minimum of 
discussion. In fact, if I recall, 
there was almost a unanimous 
vote in approval of the budget as 
proposed by the school com- 
mittee. My point here is that 
there was no attempt by the 
voters of Andover to reduce the 
school committee budget. 

More recently, the survey con- 
ducted in town as to the future 
direction our town fathers should 
take in governing Andover sup- 
ported this concept further. The 
majority of those responding to 


‘the survey indicated that a 


superior school system was very 
important to them. In fact, even 
those who had no children in the 
school system were in the ma- 
jority favoring a good school 
system. 

What is the school committee 
attempting to prove with this 
austerity? They seem to be com- 
pletely out of phase with the 
wishes of thé townspeople. 

Let me now consider the 
relationship that the school board 
is fostering with the personnel in 
the school system. Even if Mr. 
Doherty and Mrs. Darby were 
experienced in the areas in which 
they are being forced to teach, 
their attitude and enthusiasm 
would be poor. The cir- 
cumstances of the transfer and 
the manner in which they were 
informed of these transfers dic- 
tates that. But what about the 
morale of the other teachers in 
the school system? It also has 
been damaged. It has been 
damaged by the uncertainty of 
their futures which appear to be 
vulnerable to the whims of the 
school committee. If these 
transfers are allowed to stand, 


_the situation can only deteriorate 


further, 

I must now ask you, Dr. 
Seifert, why you and Dr. Westcot 
appear to be dancing like puppets 
at the end of thee strings of the 
school committee? In all the ar- 
ticles and publicity I’ve seen in 
the past week, nowhere have I 
seen any indication of hesitation 
or resistance on your part to stop 
this ridiculous action. There has

been no evidence that would in- 
dicate that you have, or are 
attempting, to convince the com- 
mittee that personnel are best 
utilized where their experience 
and motivations are strongest. In 
fact, just the opposite seems to 
be true. You appear to be overly 
cager to respond to the school 
committee demands. Just who 
are the professional educaters in 
Andover today? 

As a parent of a student in Mr. 
Doherty's class, I’m upset. I’m 
upset because my son is upset. 
James Doherty (as well as all the 
elementary teachers my son en- 
countered at West) has been an 
inspirational and moving force in 
his attitude toward learning. This 
attitude is manifested every day 
in our household. It occurs in the 
morning as he bounces out of 
bed, dresses, has breakfast, and 
literally rushes out the door to at- 
tend school. It occurs again in the 
evening when he’s so eager to do 
his homework because “Mr. 
Doherty said to do it’’. 

The motivation Mr. Doherty 
provides to his students hasn’t 
come about in some magic way. 
It’s very apparent from my visit 
on parent’s night and from the 
dinner table conversation each 
evening that James Doherty has 
an innate ability to work with 
fourth graders — an ability he 
has nurtured and cultivated over 
the years because he enjoys his 
chosen profession. 

As involved parents, both my 
wife and I demand that Mr. 
Doherty be allowed to remain in 
his current fourth grade teaching 
position at West Elementary 
School. We further demand that 
this entire fiasco involving all the 
other teachers, students, and 
parents be stopped immediately.

Shawsheen kindergarten 
teacher, to go from full to half- 
time this year, in order to stay 
put. 

After last month’s directive, 
the administration had 
recommended that Shawsheen 
School’s two kindergartens - - 
one with 15 pupils and the other 
with 11 - - be consolidated into 
one, and that full-time, tenured 
teacher Carlene Darby be 
transferred to West Elemen- 
tary. 

They suggested that she be 
replaced by Mrs. Florence 
Anderson, a half-time 
kindergarten teacher at San- 
born, causing consolidation of 
kindergartens there as well. 

A space at West would have 
been made for Mrs. Darby by 
the transfer of fourth grade 
teacher James Doherty to the 
high school. He has certifica- 
tion to teach secondary English 
and a vacancy exists in that 
department. 

Doherty publicly objected to 
the move on the grounds of his 
commitment’? to West and 
because he has not taught 
secondary English since his stu- 
dent teaching days. He appeal- 
ed to the Andover Education 
Association, which advertised 
its support of Doherty and Mrs, 
Darby and threatened a 
grievance procedure. 

Mrs. Darby last week wrote

she would take a half-time posi- 
tion in order to stay at 
Shawsheen through the year, 
with the understanding that she 
be put back on full-time status 
next year. 

In order to find a secondary 
elementary school salary, the 
administration apparently had 
considered doing without the 
services of a substitute teacher 
in Bancroft’s Loft 5. 

Seifert explained, however, 
that he would prefer that posi- 
tion be filled by the usual ‘‘elec- 
tion’’ method. He said. that 
when a vacancy occurs in a loft, 
the other two teachers are ac- 
tive in the recruiting process. 
Ms. Healy was elected to that 
position later in the meeting. 

New Recommendations 

Seifert had come to the school 
committee Monday night with a 
new set of recommendations to 
resolve the dilemma - - topped 
by a request that no changes be 
made until the next school year. 

Other recommendations in- 
cluding not filling a vacancy in 
the speech and hearing depart- 
ment, making up additional 
money to achieve the school 
committee directive of reduc- 
ing the elementary staff by two, 
and reducing the Shawsheen 
kindergarten by two- fifths. 


Seifert said there are now 
three speech and hearing 
specialists and one vacancy, 
and that although it was 
‘‘tight,’’ administrators had 
agreed that not hiring the 
fourth specialist would cause 
less disruption within the 
system than moving several 
other teachers around. 

Josephine Broadbent, 
however, called the recommen- 
dation an ‘‘injustice,’’ and 
noted that her speech and hear- 
ing department has been refus- 
ed a fifth specialist hearing < and 
speech person several times. 

“Now we will be down to 
three,’’ she said, though the 
number of youngsters requiring 
their services has gone up. 

She said the state says that 
the load for each specialist 
should 65 youngsters, while An- 
dover’s have more than 100 
each. The state further 
suggests, she said, that each 
child be serviced two to three 
times a week, while the An- 
dover specialists can get to 
each child only once a week. 

Meanwhile, she said, 
educational plans are being 
written for still more 
youngsters who need therapy, 
‘‘that simply cannot be 
fulfilled.”’ 

In regard to the fourth 
recommendation, Seifert said

at Shawsheen was 45 minutes 
longer than the afternoon one, 
so it was not exactly a half-time 
consideration.

postal service following local 
objection several months ago. 

Stulgis noted that taking of 
property for a post office in the 
Central Business District would 
remove valuable land from the 
tax roles. He noted that the 
planning ‘board had refules to 
expand the business area down- 
town, thus the availability of 
property for commercial ex- 
pansion is very limited. 

Stulgis- also commented on 
the fact that postal officials had 
guaranteed a customer opera- 
tion in the downtown area, 
regardless of where a new 
facility was constructed. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen, 
joined by other members of the 
board, expressed concern about 
the guarantee, stating that the 
post office department is reluc- 
tant to give a long term 
guarantee in writing that 
customer services in the down- 
town area would be maintained. 
Also questioned by selectmen 
was the location of a so-called 
storefront customer operation, 
if the present facility were dis- 
posed of by the post office. 

Stulgis advised the board,

George Walker, regional 
director of the postal service, 
advised the town manager at 
the meeting here Oct. 26, that 
either the Stevens, Dale or An- 
dover street locations were 
acceptable and could be 
developed to the postal depart- 
ment needs.

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
said that any beginning point 
with regard to a new facility 
must be that downtown service 
be maintained and at the pre- 
sent site. 


Chairman Greeneberg com- 
mented on the fact that no iron- 
clad guarantee can be provided 
the town for towntown service, 
and until such time as that is 
forthcoming, ‘‘Iam not 
prepared to talk about a service 
facility. 

French then offered that 
‘‘maybe we’re losing sight of 
the fact that an intown location 
is a difficult nut to crack, but 
we still may crack it. Is the new 
facility so immediate that they 
have to move now?
